Film Company’s Claim 
For Damages 


The Full Court yesterday dismissed an appeal against o $17,500 


judgment given carly this year. 
Justice 


Acting Chief Justice, Mr. 
Puisne Judge, Mr. Justice E. H. 


Mr..-Ng Pak-to, proprictor of the 
Central ‘Theatre, unsuccessfully ap- 
peated against n “decision, glven on 

cbruary 22, by the Chief Justice, 
Sir Atholl .MacGregor, in favour of 
the Unique Film Production Com- 
pany, on points of law. . 


The Unique Film Production Com- 
pany had sued Ng Pak-to, claiming 
$17,600 damages for breach of cone 
tract by fallure to exhibit the tnlkiIng 
picture “Tuk. Mul Kwai," (Polsoned 
Rose). Judgment for the plaintitts 
on the claim and counter-claim —to- 
gether with costs, was then given. 


Mr, Eldon Potter, 1.¢., instructed 
by the Hon. Mr. MK. Lo, appeared 
for the Unique Film Production 
Company, whilst = Mr. HOC. 
Macnamarn, instructed by Mr. WA. 
Mackininy, appeared for Ne Pak-to 
yesterday, : 


Mr, Maenamanm argued on the 
polnts of law arising, and declared 
that It was the duty of the United 
Film Production Company to disclose 
to Ng Pok-to that there hnd been a 
third party claim on the film, before 
the contract was made for the 
screening. 

By buying or hiring this film, he 
declared, Ng Pak-to also hired the 
JInwsult, It wos but right that Ne 
Pok-to should have been told that a 
clalm hod been made. If he had 
Known of this claim, he would not 
hove ‘signed the contract. In the 
circumstances, Mr. Macnamara de- 
cleared, the contract should have 
been reselnded, 

Mr. Eldon Potter submitted that 
the only point brought forward was 
that jf'an adverse claim was made, 
should thts claim be made known? 
The film producing company, he 
stated, had -n good title to the film, 
and because some other person chose 
to mnke an adverse claim, there was 
no cail on them to make this known 
and thus lose the contract. "They 
had a good title,” he added, “which 
in fact has never been disputed. 
There Is no duty to disclose,” 

One of the judgments quoted by 
Mr. Potter to support his submission 
contained the following — ruling: 
“Nor Is the maker of an article al- 
ways bound to polnt out defects jn 

it to the purchaser; If there be a 
defect known to the manufacturer 
and which cannot be seen on inspec- 
tion, then Indeed he would be bound 
to point it outs but if it be a defect

In the words of another authority, 
“ordinarily the failure to disclose a 
matertal fact which might influence 
the mind of a prudent contractor 
does not give the right to evade a 
contract." ‘This, Counse] went on, 
wns, an ordinary contract; so where 
did the duty arise to disclose a fact? 


No Judgment Applicable 


In uo peneral reply to the cases 
cited by Mr. Potter, Mr. Macnamara 
contended that no judgment could 
be accepted as directly applicable to 
this particular cnse. It must be con- 
nidered on its own facts, particularly 
os the Jaw governing film rights was 
not jn such a satisfactory condition 
as, say, the law governing: the sale 
of goods, : 


At the time the contract was made 
the respondents knew of a claim 
pending, which might have a serious 
effect upon the appellant, and should 
have disclosed its existence. Had 
the appellant known of the claim he 
would never hive entered into the 
contract, 


Mr. Justice Lindsell: There Is 
nothing: to show us that the respon- 
dents, though. knowings about the 
claim, ntay not have regarded it as 
ridiculous, 


Mr. Macnamnra: That fs so; but 
it was a fact which might have 
affected the mind of another person 
and should have been disclosed.

France's Position 


IF FRANCE is not exactly “on 

the spot’ by her loss of 
power and general influence in 
Europe, she is not far from it. 
Her dominant post-war dreams 
have evaporated and ‘her pre- 
stige on that continent has 
greatly receded. 


Spreading Pan - Germanism 
leaveg the French still frankly 
apprehensive despite all talk 
‘about appeasement, while Italy 
also becomes a somewhat dis- 
turbing neighbour. Internally, 
France's financial and business 
conditions are poor. Premier 
Daladier showed his special 
concern over this in his Cham- 
ber speech justifying the 
Munich agreement. He secured 
his “full powers” virtually on 
thig plea. French military ex- 
penses have-been: leaping and 
France must meet the big  bilt 
for recent mobilisation, 


As a member of democracy’s 
bie three, French ability to 
breast the straing and trials re- 
sulting from a new position in 
Europe will be keenly watched 
not only bythe other two mem- 
bers of the trio, the United 
States and Great Britain, but 
by the authoritarian regimes 
and the group of smaller powera, 


The veshoping of France's 
entire foreltn policy on the 
European continent will provide 
scope for a display of all the 
dexterous finesse and diplomatic 
logic that the Quai d'Orsay’ is 
famed for, in the months to 
come, Certainly the founda- 
tions for rebuilding French 
foreign policy are already at 
hand in the apparently continu- 
ing solidification of the Franco- 
British ontente. 


Although facing difficult read- 
justments, the democratic, or 
rather republican, structure of 
France seems to have come 
through all the post-war ordeals 
without loss of vigour. The 
Third French Republic has now 
gone through nearly seventy 
years of European upheavals, 
‘including the World War. 


The great point is not so 
much France's post-war mis- 
takes, her surface errors, nor 
oven her concept of running’ a 
democracy. What is important 
is that-she shows irrevocable 
determination to carry on such 


democracy as she enjoys not- 
withstanding all currents to the

The _ bill, 
embodying the proposals, which 
will be included in the program- 
me of legislation for the present 
Parliamentary session, will soon 
be drafted. . 


The scheme was announced by the 
King when he opened Parliament

All existing cancer treatment cen- 
tres will be placed on a statutory 
busls, There are 23 ‘centres in Eng-

If he had 
Isnown of this claim, he would not 
have sianed the contract. In the 
circumstances, Mr, Macnaomara de- 
cleared, the contract should have 
been resoinded, 

Mr, Etdon Potter submitted that 
the only point brought forward was 
that if on adverse claim was madc, 
should this clilm be made known? 
The film. producing company, he 
stated, had a good title to the film, 
und becature some other person chose 
to make an adverse claim, there was 
no.call on them to mike this known 
and thus lose the contract, “They 
had a good title,” he added, “which 
in fact has never been disputed. 
There is no duty to disclose.” 

One of the judgments quoted by 
Mr. Potter to support his submission 
contained the followings 9 ruling:

-the spot” by her loss of 
power and general intluence in 
Europe, she is not far from it. 
Her dominant post-war dreams 
have evaporated and her pre- 
stige on that continent has 
greatly receded. 


Spreading ‘Pan - Germanism 
leaves the French still frankly 
apprehensive despite all talk 
about appeasement, while Italy 
also becomes a somewhat dis- 
turbing neighbour. Internally, 
France's financial and business 
conditions are poor. Premier 
Daladier showed his special 
concern over this in his Cham- 
ber speceh justifying “ the 
Munich agreement. He secured 
his “full powers" virtually on 
this .plea. French military ex- 
penses have been. leaping and 
France: must meet the big bill 
for recent mobilisation. 


As a member of democrucy’s 
big three, French ability 
breast the strains and trials re- 
sulting from a new position in 
Europe will be keenly watched 
not only by the other two mem- 
bers of the trio, the United 
States and Great Britain, but 
by the authoritarian regimes 
and the group of smaller powers, 


The reshaping of France's 
entire foreign policy on the 
European continent will provide 
scope for a display of all the 
dexterous finesse and diplomatic 
logic that the Quai d’Orsay is 
famed for, in the months to 
come. Certainly the founda- 
tions for rebuilding French 
foreign policy aro already at 
hand in the apparently continu. 
ing solidification of the Franco- 
British entente. 


Although facing difficult read- 
justments, 
rather republican, structure of 
France seems to have come 
through all the post-war ordeals 
without loss of vigour. The 
Third French Republic has now 
gone through nearly seventy 
years of European upheavals, 
including the World War. 


The great point is not so 
much France’s post-war mis- 
takes, her surface errors, nor 
even her concept of running a 
democracy. What is important 
is that she shows irrevocable 
determination to carry on auch 
democracy ng she enjoys not- 
withstanding all currents to the 
contrary abrond in Europo to-

Preliminary work on the 
Government plan for an ie 
fled campaign against cancer 18 
virtually complete. The bill, 
embodying the proposals, which 
will be included in the program- 
me of legislation for the present 
Parliamentary session, will soon 
be drafted. 

The scheme was announced by the 
King when he_ opened Parliament 
recently, Mr. Walter Ellfet, Minis- 
ter of Health, referred to it at the 
annual dinner of the British Medical 
Association. 

All existing cancer treatment cen- 
tres will be placed on a statutory 
basis. There are 23 centres In Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales where sur- 
gical and radio-therapeutical treat- 
ment is available.

Orchestras may soon be playing without a conductor, 
Mr. Adolph Busch and his colleagues have been showing 
how well a conductorless orchestra can play. 


It has not yet been attempted on a large scale and no: 


one, apparently, 


can say with certainty at what stage a 


conductor becomes indispensable-or whether there is a 


definite limit to the number 


Scott Goddard writes: 

It ts curious that no impresario 
has produced one of the conductor=- 
lesa orchestras. from Russin for 
London to hear. 


We are deluged with star per- 
formers on every known Instrumen’ 
voice included, and within the las 
half-century the mnoestro conductor 
has risen to untold heights of glory. 


HOW !S IT DONE? 


It is an intriguing problem, how 
these conductorless orchestras do the 
trick. They can never be leaderless, 
however much they may be conduc- 
torless. Rehearsals (where all the 
real work is done) must have some 
central authority. 


The idea seems to be, in essence, 
a return to what went on before 
Beethoven's day. Then there was 
no conductor, but performances 
were controlled by the man sitting at 
the harpsichord—the leader In f{nct. 


Young Beethoven appears to have 
done that job at rehearsals (unpaid) 
in the orchestm of the Elector of 
Cologne, At the end of his life, 
when the Ninth Symphony was pcre 
formed, the orchestra was ‘to all ‘n- 
tents and purposes conductorless, for 
though Beethoven was omMmeciaily in 
command he was by then completely

Elghtcen months ago he was told 
that with care he might. live six 
months, “I’m not scared,” he told 
the doctor. “Out with it.” 

He went to Southend for his 
health.

smoking and drinking what he liked 
and felt perfectly fit. . 

His health was failing, neverthe- 
less, nnd og he became worse his 
means diminished. 

He received an allowance from @ 
friend of the old days, but he be- 
came unable to suppicment this, as 
he had done for some time, by play- 
ing the pinno and singing his old 
numbers in a public-house. 

He complained bitterly that no one 
seemed to oire.- He had shared ap- 
plause with giants of the past Ike 
Marie Lioyd,. Littke Tich, Whikle 
Bard and others, and he said last 
yenr that his dreams were all he had

A man who had known Barnes for 
40 ycors stated that the comedian’s 
father hind o prosperous budiness but 
left him nothing In bls will.

15,000 German Jows 
For Antipodes 


CANBERRA, Dec. 1. 

THE COMMON- 
WEALTH MINISTER for 
the Interior announced in 
the House of Representa- 
tives to-day that Australia 
is prepared to admit 15,000 
Jewish immigrants from 
Germany during the next 
three years. 

This number, said the Minis- 
ter, was the highest possible 
under existing circumstances, 
and could not be exceeded with- 
out adversely affecting condi- 
tions of employment and’ the 
standard of life in Australia.

F FRANCE is,not exactly ‘on 

the spot” by her loss of 
power and general influence in 
Europe, she is not far from it. 
Her dominant post-war dreams 
have evaporated and her pre- 
stige on that continent has 
greatly receded. 

Spreading Pan - Germanism 
leaves the French still frankly 
apprehensive despite all talk 
about appeasement, while Italy 
also becomes a somewhat dis- 
turbing neighbour. Internally, 
France’s financial and business 
conditions are poor. Premier 
Daladier showed his special 
concern over this in his Cham- 
ber speech justifying the 
Munich’ agreement. He secured 
his “full powers” virtually on 
thig plea. French military ex- 
penses have been Icaping and 
France must meet the big bill 
for recent mobilisation. 

As a member of democracy's 
big three, French ability to 
breast the straing and trials re- 
sulting from a new position in 
Europe will be keenly watched 
not only by the other two mem- 
bera of the trio, the United 
States and Great Britain, but 
‘by the authoritarian regimes 
and the group of smaller powers, 


The reshaping -of France’s 
entire foreign policy on the 
European continent‘ will provide 
scope for a display of all the 
dexterous finesse and diplomatic 
logic that the Quai d’Orsay is 
famed for, in the months to 
come. Certainly the founda- 
tions for rebuilding French 
foreign policy are already at 
hand in the apparently continu- 
ing solidification of the Franco- 
British entente. 


Although facing dificult read- 
justments, the democratic, or 
rather republican, structure of 
France seems to have come 
through all the post-war ordeals 
without loss of vigour. The 
Third French Republic has now 
gone through. nearly seventy 
‘years of European upheavals, 
including the World War. 


The great point is not “BO 
much France's post-war mis- 


takes, her surface errors, nor 
even her concept of running a 
democracy. What is important 
is that she shows irrevocable 
determination to carry on such 
democrac; 
withstanding all currents to the 


contrary abroad in Europe to-

It may come 
as a shock to many pcople that o 
particular form of conscription has 
been part of the Hves-of men and 
boys within the British Empire. 
But this was so in the Common- 
wealth of Australia, whose Govern- 
ment announced, in 1909, a uni- 
versal obligation in respect of 
naval or milltary training.

The ‘relevant section of ‘the 
Defence Act read as follows:— 

. “AN male Inhabitants of Aus- 
tralin (except those who are 
exempted by this Act), who have 
resided therein for six months, and 
are British subjects, shall be Mable 
to be trained, os prescribed, os 
follows:— : 

“(a) From twelve to fourteen 
years of age, in the Junlor cadets; 
and 

“(b) From fourteen to eighteen 
years of age in the Senior cadets; 
and 

“(c) From eighteen to twenty- 
five yenrs of age, in the Citizen 
Forces; and 

“(d) From twenty-five to 
twenty-six years of age, in the 
Citizen Forces.” :

But the Government was satisfied 
that all Immediate needs of the 
situation could best be met by volun- 
tary service, It was an essential 
preliminary however, that all) who 
wished to serve the country should 
know how their services could best 
be utilised. It was therefore pro- 
posed to publish a handbook a» copy 
of which would be delivered to every 
houschold, containing particulars of 
all the services for which voluntcers 
were required, and indicating the 
types of men and women suitable for 
each, together with a list of the key 
occupations tn which Individuals 
could best serve the State in a time 
of emerrency by remaining, at the 
work for which they had been train- 
ed,
